It is cvident then that apy mode to be rflectual must be
comjulsory, and must bha in the patuce of taxation or of a
forced !o.n, or both; say, by levying a tax of 80 much ap-
oa ali accariainsble valuzs, to be paid in Confederate cur-
rercy; ard by makiog a forther assessment of so much ap-
oa all such values, to be paid inthe eams manrer, for which
stock may bLe issued, bearing euch rate of interest as may e
fixed. Thus the tax might prevent the further issue oi
notes, while the forced loan would have ths effect of retir-
ing & sufficiewt pertion of cur outstandiog currency to brirg
our circnlation within due and reasonable bounds. The
tax cught 10 he a permancut ineasare—the forced loazn
woald in 1's pa‘are be a temporary measurae.

We think we havo skatched nzarly all the valusble fea-
tores of th? measvies that we have seen prcpossd. The
practical diJiculty, it appears to us, would arise ont of the
phrase ** ascertainable values,” How ard how scon could
such valaes be ascertuined ? Dy what scale should they be
m:asured ! How should or cou!d fraud and evasion be de-
tezted and prevented ?

Thesa are matters of delail, for Legislative cozsiders-
tion. What strikes os as ceriain in principle, however. is
that ro measure can efiect any good that does pot eata’s-
lish & balauce between the volume of the currency and the
wholesome requirements of the ccuntry ; and that even
this will bavo no real or permanent value unless provision
iz mada to Eeep that balance established by dispensing with
or resdering unaccesesry any furtber issue of treasury
notes.

We also acsoms that no measure can accomplish these
resuita that is not compulsory inits character, ia the shape
of a tax, & forcad loan, or both ; and that any tax should
be caleulaced to continue as long as the neces:zity tor it
cottivues, ard that, should it not be deemed cxgedient
or pesaibie to levy from year to year, should the war con-

tinue for years, a lax suflicient to moet all its requirements,

then that any deficit should be made up by lo2ns or other-
wis€ mot requiting nor permitliry apn additional issue of
carrgney.

sirable in itself, can be paddenly carried ont. Bo it is in
recard to the Confederata currency, If the volime of that
curreacy could be suddenly reduced to the desired limity
say one hundred and fifty million do!lars, the effact of such
a sncden contraction would be ruinous to almost every in-
terest in the country. Inordinary timesa bank contraction
to the amouut of twenty-five per cent, yea, of ten per ceut,
causes o pressuare of a very intense character. This beiog
the case, we can readily underatand the eflact which would
be produced by a sudden redoction of three hoodred per
the whole volume of cur present ciiculating

We krow that the exjvession threce hundred per
rg ot a reduction, but
it wi'l be better uuderstood perhaps than auy wmore rigidly
accurate cxpressiou. What we mean is that if the circo-
lation i3 recduced from six hozndred millions to cne kundred
and fifty millions, great charges of money values must cc-
cur, and if this be done suddenly these changes will amrunt
to ruinous derangements, Thearefore it is that we say that
it is a fortunate circulnstanee that no such sudden reduec-
tion can be bronght about either by voluntary action or
by legisiative compulsion.

Of course a little refloction will be scfficient to establish
the fact that wkat is called the depreciation of the Gov-
ernment currency does not neceesarily imp!ly the failare of
the Gevernment credit, since credit and carrency may pee-
sibly Le ecperated. Currency is cheap becanse it is
redandavt, atd because it has no cutlet. It must
ied use and oOccupation witkin the limits of the
Confederacy, or pot 8t all. 3uppose that instead of a cir-
culativn of six hundred millions of Confederate cuirency
w= bad a circulation of six bundied milliona of specie, and
that for this specie there was no outlet tor mouns of em-
ployment beycnd the limits of the Confederate States, the
redundancy wounld be the same, apd the irflation of pricey
abont the same. It is true that in the case of gold hosara.-
ing might tuke place, which wou!d in scnue nieasure apewer
the purpose of funding, though without interest. Of course
we are rupposing a case simply for illustra‘ion.

In regard to the expression **forced loan' which we, in
¢cmmon with others, bave used, it amounts simply to
c¢-mpulsory furding, or rather to having a portion of the
taxes asapssed and paid in retarned to the payers in the
form of bonds,

Dgatn oF ArcEnisHOP WHATELY.—The Aichbishop of
Duhlin, Richard Whately, died on G:t. Sib. He born in
Cavendish * quare, Lendon, ip 1757, the fonrth son of Rev.
Dr. Whately, of Nonsuch Park, SBurrey. He was eduncated
at Oriel Culiege, Oxford, where he gradnated in 1505, At
Oriel Coilege, Whately distivguished himseif by bhie theolo-
gical benr, atiachieg himself to the Liberal 01 Low Cha: ch,
as distingd from the High Chaoreh party. In 1822 he hela
the Hampton Lectureship at Uxtord, and in tho sume year
he was appointed to the Bectory of Hal swerth, in ~ufiolk

married the danghter of William Pope, Esq , of Hitlingdon,
Middlozex. 1t was while he was rector of Baleswortn that
h# becsme kvown by his theolegical and thecologico-puliti-
co writin:B as one of tiie rising intel ects in tho Engiish
Church. In 1531, the Waigs beieg then in office, he was
ccnseerated Archbishop of Dublin, and Bichop ¢f Gienda
laugh ; and since 1-4: Ee bed be had also becn Bishop of
Kildare. As Primate of Ireland, Dr. Whately has led s
most active and ivflaential I:fe, takiag interest as a liberal
Churfch man o all questions of gocial and ecclesiastical irn-
portavce, aod more e«pecially in Irish educati,n.

WHAT THE NORTHRRN PATER3 SAY.

The Northern papers contain some interesting accounts
from Morris Islapd. The Pkiladelphia Juquirer of the 23d
refers to important dispatches received from Washington
:be day previous, gathered from official sources, ir refer-
er~o to the present Charleston expedition. By it, says the
Inquirer, two very material points are establiatcd, name-
ly : the different duties which were assigned to the army
aund navy when the expedition was p'anned in Washington.
Gillmore's operations were to embrace the occupation of
the southern portion of Morris Island, the capture of Wag-
ner and Gregg, and the reduction of Bumter. Upon the
redoction of bumter, which was consideiod the chief ob-
stacle in the Yauke¢e's way of reaching Charleston, Dahl-
gren was to advance with the fleet, and complete the re-
maining object cf the expedition. Gillmore, it is allaged,
has long ago sccomplisked bis part of the business, and it
is even officially asserted that Le recemtly offered to clear
away for Dahlgren the rebel obstructicns in the cuter
harbor.

The Inquirer contends that not only has Dahlgren, by his
apathy, disappointed the entire Yankee nation, bat hahas
very seriously delayed the capture of Charleston, api it ia
believed that, if be had atiempted the entrance ot Charles-
ton Larbor immediately after the reduct.on of Bumter, the
city would now be Lincaln's Boch an event wosld pot
on'y have been a brilliant conclusion of *he expedition, bat
it would aleo doubtless have givin the Yankees a victory at
Chattanooga. For, says the Inguirer, Gilimore conld
then kave marched from Charleston to Braucbville, and,
takiog poesecssion of tne railroad at that point, prevented
the reinforcemesnt of Bragg by Longs:reet. But, so far
from accomplishing a result so glorious, Dahlgren has con-
tented himself with writing deapatches tothe Nevy Degpart-
ment, that *‘there is no disagregment between himself and
Gilimore.”’ .

The Ixquirer concludes by saying: ‘It is now couced-
ed, both by the press and the publiic, that Dah!gren, though
a good ordnance officer, is a total failura as & naval com-
mander. Bo far he Las done nothing to entitle him to the
least credit in the success before Charlestou. The moni-
tors are unimpaired, the Ironsides is cleared for action. the
commsnders are brave and skillful, thke sesmen
sre boid and fearless, but the directing mird ot
the fieet ia full of hewitancy and doub:. When will this
siate of thirga be chaogec? The Inquirer hopes betore the
harbor is eficciuslly sealed against the monitors. Gillmora
has dope, with the present force at his disposal, all that he
cai do beyord the shelling of Charlesten. It remains for
Dahlgrea to secomplish bis portion of the work. Will he
even try to do it? The naticn upxioualy awaita the attempt,
it nothing more.”’

Bombardment of Fort Sumser.

ONE OUNDRED AND ELEVENTH DAY OF THE SIEGE.

Bine our last tue enemy has turned his whole attentior
upon the old fort, which continnes to baflla his best ¢forts
at reduction. A furious bombardment without intermis-
sion was kopt up Weduesday night by two of the Monitors
and batteries Gregg and Wagner. The only casuslty was
one man, private A. Gopdwin, Company D, 12th Georgia
Battalion, sl'ghtly wounded. Thursday morning the ene-
my’s fire was exceedingly severe, and corcentrated upon
the mea face of Fort Humten

Two of the Monitors which had drawn off towards

daylight, sgain moved u about half pest twelve
and re-opened fire, which they c¢ontinued, in con-
vection with the land batteries, to keep up until
five, in the afternoon, when they again drew off. A
third Mounitor, supposed to be the leader or flag ship, ap-
proached the fort seemingly within six hundred yards, as if
reconuoitering, and after moviog round awhile returned
without firing a gun. Captain Carson, with three of ocur
sharpshooters ia the fort, took a good position and fired
with their rifles at some of the officers and crew on the out-
ng’;e of this leading Mopitor, and it is believed with some
effect.
During the morning the flag staff of the fort was shot
away, bat quickly replaced by Sergeant McLeod, Privates
W. A. Dotterer, bilcox and Force, assisted by Capt. Car-
gon. The namber of shots fired by the Monitors and land
batteries up to seven o'clock Thursdiy evening wae seven
hundred and seventy-nine, eighty of which miseed and pa=s-
ed over. The ouly casualty occasioned by this severe fire
was one man killed.

It is believed ip military ciroles that the enemy’s fire haz
reached its maximum, aund that his guns cannot much
longer staud the strain to which they have been sabjected
since the commencement of the present bombardment.—
This opinion seems to be sustained by the fact that the fire
at the time of writing this report, (eleven o’clock Thuraday
night,) is much slower than it has been. The average time
between the shots Thursday morning, was about one in
every two and three minutes, since then, however, the
average is not more than ¢noe in every teu minutes. The
effect upon the sea wall is not known.
The Ironsides still remains quiet.

Tor SPEECH OF THE PRESIDENT AT MisstoNArY Hipug,—
The editor ot the Marietta ((ia.) Cunfederal, who was
the only reporter that heard the speecii of President Dovis
to the soldiets at Missicuary Ridge, gives the following re-
port of i!: -

He began by pasing a warm tribute to their gallantry,

displayed on the bleody fleld of Chickamauga, defeating
the largsly superior force of the ememy, who bad buasted
of their ability to penetrate to the heart of Georgia, and
driving them back, like sheep, into a zen. and protecied
by strong eatrenchments, from which npauoght but an in-
dispositivn to sacrifice, nonecessarily, the precious lives
of our brave apd patriotic soldiers, prevented us from
driviog them. Bat, he said, they had given still higher
evidence of courage, patrioliem, and rescluie determina-
tion to live freemen, or die freemen, by their patient cn-
durance and baoyarct, cheerful epirits, amid privations aad
suffering from half rations, thia, blankets, ragged clothes,
and shoelegs fest, thangiven by baring their breasts to the
ensmy. .
Y. e reminded them that ohedience wasthe first du'y of a
soldler, remarkivg that whea Lis was a yoath a veteran of-
ficer said to him ; ** My scn, remember that obed:enes is
the soldier's fivst duty. If your coemmandiag officer orders
you to burn your neighbor’s house down, aud te 8it on the
ridge-pols till it fa:l in, do it."" The President said. this is
au exaggerated statement of the duty, but prompt, srques-
tiuning obedience of subordinates to their saveriors conid
not bo too bighly commended. it the subordinate stops to
consider the propriety of an order, the delay may derange
the superior’s whole plan, and tue opportuoe moment for
achieving a zuceess or averting a defeat may be irretricva-
bly lost.

He slluded to the boast of onr enemy that, cn the occa-
pation of East Tennessce, they woald heavily recruit tueir
army, and sabjugate us with the aid of our ewn pe ple;
but thie boast had rot been fulfilled. He said the proper
course to porsue towards the misguided pevpie o' East Teu-
neesee 'was, not - ‘eride and abuse them, hut to emploj
reason and concilation to disabuose tbem of their error;
that all of ns had once luved and revered the old flag of the
Urion ; that be had fought uuder its folds, and for fifteey
years had striven to maintain the Consti utica of our faih-
ers in its purity. oat ia vain. Iv counid not be saved from
the grazpirg ambition for power and greed of gain of the
Yankees, and ke had 1o relinqnish it. 1heerror of the pis-
guided emorg us was that they clunug Ionger thin we to » hat
wad OoDZ€ B common sentiment and leeliig of us ail,
a~-d be repested, thzy must be reasoned wi h and concilia-
ted,

In closing, he expressed his deep conviclion of corevent-
ful su:cens urder the bleasivgs of Provideccs, and expect-
ed the army of Tennessee, whan theyrhon d rerume sctive
operations, not to pause on the banks of 1h: Cumberland,
bat to p'ant our baoners permauently on the banks «f the
Ohio.
